HALIFAX 


Halifax, N. S.. Jan. 3— Official an- 


nouncement was made here Wednes- 
day that the Caimdiati government hud 
passed 311 order in council, authoriz- 
ing tho commandeering of lumber and 
building material for reconstntclon of 
the section of HuUfax destroyed by the 
explosion of the ammunition ship and 
fire on December G.

Right-minded men and women everywhere will be gratified 


by the stand taken by President Wilson with reference to the 
retention and enforcement of .the child labor laws, which cer- 
tain grasping eniployers^Mldibe glad to have set aside under 
the excuse that such, actioriv.is'"ne'cessary owing to conditions 
growing put of the war.^'fefr

The National Child Li'ibor Committee is exerting itself to 


prevent any relaxation of the child labor laws, and the presi- 
dent stands squarely behind the committee. This he made 
plain in a letter to the committee, in which he said: "As the 
labor situation created by .the war develops 1 am more iriter- 


. ested than ever, if that were possible, in throwing all the safe- 


guards possible around the labor of women and children in 
order that no intolerable aiid injurious burden may.be placed 
upon them. I am therefore very glad indeed that the National 
Child Labor Committee is diligently continuing its labors and 
extending its vigilance in this important matter. 
By so doing tive works ot abtcr creatures. 


it is contributing to efficiency and economy of production as 
well as to the preservation of life and health." 


The rush of business and the shortage of labor present a 


strong temptation to unscrupulous employers to evade the 
laws designed for the protection of women and children, and 
particularly the .latter, in the industries. 
Women can have 


something to say as to whether (hey will work or not 'under 
the conditions which may confront them, but the children are 
helpless in the matter. 
If their parents put them to work they 


must work, and their fate is in tlie hands of their employers 
and the law. ForUmate|y, the law and those charged with its 
enforcement are not asleep and the children employed in the 
shops and mills will have the protection lo which they are 
entitled. 


There was a time when little children were worked in the 


mill? from early morning till well inlo the evening, but that 
wa's.'k.-^ood while ago. The present generation recognizes the 
folly aVri criminality of that sort of thing. 
In all progressive 


stales it was done away with years ago, and the evil is not to 
be revived, even temporarily, under the guise of meeting the 
exigencis of the war.

In every manufacturing town large, numbers of boys and 


girls are employed .in the various industrial plants, and, under 
proper coiKl;.H'ons and regulations, this is all right. It is well 
to inculcate habits of industry in the young, and the youthful 
workers ar<j 
• :^(er oil", so long as Ihey are properly safe- 


guarded, -maii'tuey would be if they were running the streets.
